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MORTON'S TOE OR 
MORTON'S METATARSALGIA 


MARTIN D. BROHNER, D.S.C.

UNTIL RECENTLY, the immediate cause of Morton’s Metatarsalgia, first de- 
scribed by Thomas G. Morton, in 1876, under the title, “A Peculiar and 
Painful Affection of the Fourth Metatarsophalangeal Joint,” was un- 
known. Morton entitled this painful affection of the forefoot as, 
“Morton's Metatarsalgia.” Since Morton’s description, others have named 
this condition as “Morton’s Toe” and “Morton’s Neuralgia.” 

Morton considered the disability to be a painful affection of the plantar 
nerves due to compression or pinching by the adjoining fourth and fifth 
metatarsophalangeal articulations. This compression was explained by 
the anatomical construction of the foot, i.e., the mobility of the fifth 
metatarsal bone, which allowed it to roll above or under the fourth, its 
relative shortness of the fifth, which allowed it to be brought against the 
adjoining portion of the fourth bone, and thirdly, by the peculiar dis- 
tribution of the lateral plantar nerve. This natural mobility and the 
predisposition to compression might be exaggerated by a sprain, or 
sibly by rupture of the transverse metatarsal ligament. The pain might 
also be induced by the wearing of tight shoes, but in many instances, no 
cause could be assigned. On this theory, Morton advocated excision of 
the head of the fourth metatarsal bone to remove the point of counter- 
pressure. 

However, Morton’s hypotheses have been disproved by the works of 
McElvenny and Betts, as the tumor has been found to lie in the web 
space of the third and fourth toes. 

McElvenny states that the involved tumor is either a neurofibroma or 
angionneuro-fibroma. Grossly, the tumors are fatty and soft on the 
outside, and firm, white, and fibrous as the center is approached. The 
plantar nerve is embedded in the center. This bears out the statement 
of MacCallum, namely, “The tumor which actually appears in the course 
of the nerves are usually derived from the meres structure and are 
sometimes called false neuromata or neurofibromata. A fibroma is a 
tumor composed of tissue which resembles more or less closely one of 
the many types of normal connective tissue. Some fibromata are ex- 
tremely soft and loose in texture; others are dense and hard. They occur 
almost anywhere in the body and are frequently multiple. They arise 
most commonly in the skin, fasciae, and in the intermuscular tissues 
about the joints, or in connection with nerves. A neurofibroma, then, 
is really nerve tissue embedded in fibrous tissue which may even spread 
apart the nerve fibers. 

The largest tumor removed by McElvenny was from the right foot of 
a woman of forty-five years of age. This tumor measured two-centimeters 
long, and one and three-tenths centimeters wide, and was about five- 
tenths of a centimeter thick. It was preserved in formalin and when 
split open had a small cystic area in its center. Through this cavity, the 
nerve fibers were seen to be passing to and from the tumorous mass 

Fig. 1). 
' McEivenny states, “Undoubtedly the most enticing explanation of a 
tumor arising in the region of the fourth metatarsal head would lie in 
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some relation to trauma or irritation of the nerve. This may be true, 
but it should not be accepted until proven. The fact that a neuro- 
fibromata of this nature arise spontaneously at many places in the body 
must be kept in mind. Once the tumor has developed between the third 
and fourth toes, the location and the anatomical fact that the fourth 
nerve is more firmly held down against excursions of the toe than other 
plantar nerves may produce favorable conditions for pressure against 
the tumor. Conversely, it is possible that tumors may arise at times 
between the other metatarsal bones, but because of the local anatomy, 
and local application of pressure, these tumors may only infrequently give 
rise to pain of a severe nature. Further, because of this anatomical 
variation, conservative treatment should be more efficient in these cases 
than in the ones with tumors between the third and fourth toes.”

Anatomy of the Fourth Plantar Nerve 


The fourth plantar nerve is formed by the medial plantar nerve, with 
a communicating branch from the lateral plantar nerve, each coming 
around from the —_ side of the belly of the flexor brevis and cross- 
ing this obliquely before they unite. Two to three centimeters distally, 
the nerve divides to pass to the adjacent sides of the third and fourth toes 
(Fig. 2). The nerve is thicker than the other digital nerves, owing to 
its double origin and early division requiring more fibrous sheath, and 
this thicker part lies immediately on the transverse ligament, which is a 
very firm structure. This anatomical difference from the other digital 
nerves explains why the fourth digital nerve is subject to this neuritis. 
When the foot is in action, the flexor brevis contracts, fixing the origin 
of the nerve, while dorsiflexion of the toes in walking stretches it around 
the unyielding transverse ligament. The neuritis probably arises in the

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first place from minor trauma. Once the nerve is swollen from neuritis, 
a vicious circle is set up and the daily irritation is sufficient to maintain 
it. The viciousness of the circle is evidenced by lack of any tendency to 
natural cure. 


Symptomatology 


The clinical syndrome known as Morton’s Toe is caused by a tumor 
involving the most lateral branch of the medial plantar nerve. The 
condition of Morton’s Toe offers a characteristic cycle and characteristic 
symptoms, thus making a diagnosis comparatively simple. The pain is 
usually unilateral and is more prevalent in women than in men. In the 
initial stage, there is a slight burning, stinging sensation or a peculiar 
feeling of discomfort in the area of the fourth metatarsal and metatarso- 
phalangeal articulation. This sensation is not severe, however, it gives 
an uncomfortable feeling. In its second stage, the spasmodic stage, the 
pain occurs suddenly without warning in the area of the fourth meta- 
tarsal and fourth toe and occasionally around the second and third toes. 
The pain in the spasmodic stage is a severe lancinating pain, impelling 
the patient to remove the shoe suddenly no matter where he may be, 
and rub and manipulate the toes, and especially to squeeze the metatarsals 
together. 

Many patients get relief by placing their bare feet on a cold surface. 
Following the attack, there is often a residual soreness for a few days; 
or another attack may occur before the residual soreness from the previous 
attack has subsided. Physical examination of the foot may be negative, 
as in the roentgenogram, however, in the beginning of the spasmodic 
stage, diminished sensation may be noticed over the adjacent surfaces of 
the fourth and third digits. 

While in the majority of cases, the discomfort is confined to the fore- 
part of the foot, we find in many instances that the ges may travel to 
the posterior of the foot and leg, causing pain and cramping in the 
posterior calf. In the latter stages, the slightest provocation, such as a 
slightly uneven pavement or stepping on a small pebble will instigate 
an attack. 

In practically all of the cases, the pain is felt only when shoes are 
worn, regardless of style or shape. The frequency of the recurrent cram 
varies, in some cases it appears only at infrequent intervals, in others it 
practically disables the patient. 


Therapy 


Therapy in the past has been directed at balancing the foot, because 
many were under the impression that the symptoms were due to an 
impingment of the nerve. Other methods of therapy have included 
corrective shoes, metatarsal pads and bars, various methods of strapping 
and innumerable exercises. Surgery, including the amputation of the 
fourth metatarsal head through a dorsal incision has been tried. Many 
have injected two percent novocain and nupercainal in oil in the area 
of the fourth interosseous space. The fact is that Morton’s Toe is defi- 
nitely a condition requiring surgery, and a permanent cure is gained 
only by resection of the tumor (Fig. 3).

Surgical Approach to Morton’s Toe—McElvenny Procedure 


Prerequisite for complete removal of the tumor should consist of a 
bloodless field using the pneumatic tourniquet and using either a gen- 
eral or local anesthesia. 
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An incision which splits the web between the third and fourth toe 
on the dorsum of the foot is made to include a good portion of the web 
space (Fig. 4). This is important for proper exposure, otherwise some 
of the nerve tumor will be missed. With blunt dissection, this incision 
is carried to the contiguous sides of the base of the proximal phalanges 
of the third and fourth toes. The nerve tumor lies between the base 
of the proximal phalanges, not between the metatarsal heads, and well 
toward the plantar surface of the foot. These tumors are fatty and soft, 
and are contained in a well-defined bursal sac, containing a light yel- 
lowish fluid. After cutting this bursal sac, the tumor becomes visible, 
and is easily removed. Emphasis should be made at this time that only 
complete removal of the tumor will introduce a cure. Leaving any por- 
tion or branches of the nerve tumor will result in a re-occurrence of 
the clinical symptoms (Fig. 5 and 6). The incision is closed using a 
continuous suture and the foot bandaged. In seven to ten days, the 
sutures are removed and recovery should be complete in three weeks. 
Resection of the head and neck of the fourth metatarsal is seldom nec- 
essary or justified.

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Summary 
Morton's Toe is a painful affliction of the foot which is often resist- 
ant to conservative treatment. It is caused by a tumor involving the 
most lateral branch of the medial plantar nerve. The tumor lies high 
in the web between the third and fourth toes. To introduce a cure, 
excision of the tumor is justified and recommended. N

MeEpicineE and dentistry through their highly efficient organizations, 
educationalists, research facilities, financial stability and plentiful num- 
bers of practitioners have been able to make a fine contribution to the 
public health. 

Chiropody, on the other hand, while desirous of fulfilling its respon- 
sibility in such matters, has not, up to the present, been in a position 
to do a great deal. Canadian chiropodists, intensely interested in the 
future of their profession and fully aware of the contribution they will 
eventually be able to render, are more than fully occupied through the 
Dominion and Provincial Associations in establishing chiropody on a 
sound basis throughout the Dominion. Problems of improved educa- 
tional standards, adequate legislation, establishment of a Canadian 
College of Chiropody, public information, and inter-professional rela- 
tions are of first importance at the moment. Organizations, like indivi- 
duals, are better able to help others when their own house is in order. 
Rehabilitation of war veterans has received first consideration. During 
the past two years every effort has been put forth to assist veterans study- 
ing chiropody under the D.V.A. The next three years will see a 25% 
increase in the number of Canadian practitioners. Thus, with a more 
adequate distribution of service throughout the country we will be in 
a better position to contribute to the health of the community. Schools, 
hospitals, homes for the aged and industry are all virgin fields for the 
progressive, public-spirited chiropodist. 

About three years ago the writer accepted an industrial appointment 
as chiropodist, with Lever Bros. of Canada. To the best of our knowl- 
edge this is the first industrial appointment in Canada although the 
parent company in England has employed a chiropodist on the medical 
staff for some 15 years. There are several similar ge in the 
United States we understand—for instance Dr. Edward Griffiths, of 
Toledo, who is doing good work with the Owens Illinois Glass Company 
of that city. 

Lever Bros. has been known for many years as a leader in employee 
welfare, based on their knowledge that a healthy and contented em- 

loyee does better work. The Health Centre at the Toronto plant of 
ver Bros. of Canada bears out this policy and is considered one of the 
finest and best equipped industrial clinics on the continent. It is 
operated as a consultation, diagnostic and emergency treatment clinic 
free of charge to all employees. The permanent staff, under the able 
direction of Dr. Frank Griffin, of Toronto, consists of assisting physicians 
and four graduate ‘nurses and is open according to shifts 24 hours a day. 
The company also retains the services of leading medical and surgical 
specialists for consultation and treatment as necessary. Each new employee 
is given a complete medical examination and all employees are encour- 
aged to visit the Health Centre immediately if they are indisposed in any 
way. The company also provides vitamin treatment, anti-cold serums 
and similar forms of preventive treatment of which the employee is 
encouraged to avail himself. Well-equipped male and female wards are 
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pa where an indisposed employee may rest or if necessary be put 
to 

The chiropody clinic is held in the consultation room which is con- 
veniently equipped, including a portable chiropody chair. It operates 
one afternoon each week for a period of four to five hours, during which 
time it is possible to handle 18 to 25 patients. This is due to the efficient 
manner in which the Health Centre operates. The patient removes 
and replaces footwear in an adjacent room which saves valuable time. 
In private practice taking the history of new patients requires time. 
Here, this is available from the Health Centre records as taken by the 
physician in charge. A separate record of foot treatment is kept by the 
chiropodist. 

Treatment is for the most part, palliative in nature. The company 
does not provide for electric or appliance therapy and this if required 
must be referred to an outside practitioner at the personal expense of 
the patient. Generally speaking, continued palliative treatment as a 
permanent correction for mechanical foot lesions is not approved by 
most chiropodists in private practice due to uncertainty and prohibitive 
cost as compared with treatment by appliance therapy. However at the 
Health Centre, such treatment has produced some very fine results at 
no cost to the company much higher than is necessary. We expect, in 
line with a program of expansion, shortly to be adopted by the company, 
to have suitable facilities for the treatment of such cases in a more scien- 
tific manner. The eg figures compiled for a two-year period 
represent approximately hours, show the total number of treat- 
ments given and demonstrate the percentage incidence of the various 


conditions.

As demonstrated by the above figures, arch disorders and diseases 
of the nails occupy as much time as routine treatment and as much time 
as the total of the remaining conditions listed. Mechanical foot dis- 
orders are treated by means of the usual strapping and padding and the 
application of improved foot wear. Such treatment is given each week 
and later every two weeks, and as is evident must be continued for many 
months in some cases. This form of treatment logically pre-supposes a 
fair percentage of reoccurence which is no source of dissatisfaction to the 
patient as it costs him nothing. The prevalence of nail disorders, 
onychia cryptosis, and onychiamycosis in particular is rather high. This 
a good percentage of time is spent in the treatment of nail conditions and 
it has been possible to correct in a permanent manner the majority of 
these painful lesions which, as we well aware, can detract so much 
from efficiency. Each patient is given instruction in the proper care of 
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the feet, of the skin and nails, and the proper selection of foot wear. 
In regard to foot wear the company provides safety shoes on a less than 
cost basis to all who will use them and in particular to those employees 
whose occupations present foot hazards. The safety department operated 
in connection with the Health Centre under the able direction of Mr. 
Neff records a decreasing accident incidence. 

Chiropody in industry is quite interesting and a change once a week 
from regular office responsibility. As a part-time interest it has much to 
offer but for full-time practice might, to the experienced practitioner, be 
somewhat monotonous due to the lack of diversification of cases and the 
restricted scope of treatment. It presents an excellent opportunity to 
contribute to the welfare of a class of people who in many cases cannot, 
or feel they cannot, avail themselves of this service in the ordinary way. 
It is ideal as part-time work for the young practitioner who is building 
uP a practice and for the older practitioner who desires to ease up a bit. 

nder conditions comparable to private practice there is no reason 
why a chiropodist should not accept several industrial appointments and 
devote his time entirely to this work. In keeping with the modern trend *~ 
for social beterment the writer feels that chiropody in industry presents 
to the chiropodist an opportunity for making his worthwhile contribu- 
tion to this trend.

Projected activities will include field visits 
to industrial. commissions and insurance organizations, attendance at 
appropriate meetings, preparation of educational material for publica- 
tion and distribution, consultation services to state and other medical 
groups, collection of data for special presentation to the profession and 
the necessary steps to eters treatment of compensable disability, 
evaluation of disa wag and medical testimony. The work of the com- 
mittee is necessarily long range. A few projects may be developed 
rapidly; others will take time. Medical activity in workmen’s compen- 
sation can be improved in many ways, and this new approach should 
produce definite and measurable results.

The Norwich Community Foot Health Plan was 
described in detail to the officers and membership of several civic organ- 
izations and to representatives of the local press. 

Articles describing one of the conferences appeared in the Norwich 
Sun and the Chenango Telegraph. Other news items and photographs 
were published in Syracuse, Binghamton and Utica papers. The item 
which appeared in the Norwich Sun is reprinted below.

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MODEL FOOT HEALTH PLAN IS OUTLINED 
FOR CITY OF NORWICH 


Dr. William J. Stickel is Heard; 
Dr. Cumings to Direct the Project 


A proposep plan for the study and foot health of residents in this city 
was pane na Tuesday night by Dr. William J. Stickel, Washington, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the National Association of Chiropodists. Intro- 
duced by Dr. Eugene Daily, Dr. Stickel spoke at a dinner meeting at 
the Norwich Club. 

The dinner was attended by Mayor J. Fred Benedict and other city 
officials, members of the board of education, many of the city’s leading 
physicians, industrialists and others interested in the proposed health 

roject. 

. ‘Tt is the ambition of the National Association of Se. said 
Dr. Stickel, “to project this plan for community foot health to all parts 
of the country. To be known as the Norwich Plan, it will be a model 
on which expansion can be based. . We want the people of the nation 
to become foot conscious, particularly about the foot health of children.” 

Dr. Stickel told the dinner gathering that the national association has 
conducted various surveys in some sections of the nation but putting an 
entire unit in one locality has never happened before and it will aid 
the national association with factual knowledge we can transform into 
finished and useful information. The attempt is to develop a complete 
record and the information gained will be published by the association 
in technical publications. We propose the Norwich plan to broaden 
our own field of study and research. We need the kind of information 
the Norwich plan will give us to inform our own educators. Our objec- 
tive is to impress on the nation the importance of healthy feet. The 
plan here will be a model for other cities and sections of the country. 
It will be a real basis for a general contribution to the health of the 
American people.” 

The plan will operate on the basis of voluntary free examinations 
of the feet of many groups, such as school children, municipal employees, 
industrial employees and such. Advice will be offered on correct care 
of the feet and literature will be distributed. Conditions needing cor- 
rective attention will be noted, and the individual or, in the case of 
school children, the parents will be told of these conditions. In this 
way it is believed that faults may be corrected at an early stage, which 
might become more serious if not recognized or if neglected.” 

r. Stickel introduced Dr. Lawrence Cumings, who, he stated, “has 
been selected by the association to carry out the project.” Dr. Cumin 
has been active in similar work with school children in New York City, 
although this is the first time such a plan has been attempted on a 
community-wide scale. He is leaving his practice there to establish an 
office in Norwich for the private practice of chiropody and will also 
carry out the program for Community Foot Health. 

Thanks were extended to The Norwich Pharmacal Company for a 
grant to the association which will help finance the plan. Speaking for 
the city, Mayor Benedict addressed the gathering and President M. E. 
Eaton of The Norwich Pharmacal and stated: “On the part of the city 
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we appreciate this for the benefits and well being of the city and we 
appreciate that your company has seen fit to contribute this benefit to 

e community.” 

Dr. Cumings and Mrs. Cumings and their two children are expected 
to arrive in Norwich next week to make their residence and will occupy 
the residence in West Main formerly occupied by Dr. and Mrs. James 
M. Flanagan.

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NATIONAL HEALTH INSURANCE LEGISLATION 
INTRODUCED IN 81ST SESSION OF CONGRESS 


OF THE MORE than one thousand bills which have been introduced dur- 
ing the first two months of the 81st session of Congress, fifty-three deal 
with public health and medical care issues, with chief interest focused 
on a revived attempt to pass compulsory health insurance legislation. 
Senators Murray, Wagner, McGrath, Pepper, Chavez and Taylor and 
Representative Dingell joined in sponsoring Senate Bill S. 5 and the 
House measure H.R. 783 which is a variation of the former so-called 
Murray-Wagner-Dingell legislation. These bills are identical with S. 
1320 on which protracted hearings were held in 1947 and 1948 by the 
Senate Committee on Labor and Public Welfare. A companion bill 
(H.R. 345) is sponsored by Representative Celler of New York. 
Numerous identical bills were filed on the establishment of a National 
Science Foundation, one of whose functions would be to coordinate 
research in the medical and biologic sciences. Sponsors of this type of 
legislation include Representatives Priest, Harris, Celler and Wolverton: 


Chiropody Included in Health Bills 


Chiropody is included in the three most important bills now before 
the Congress. The inclusions in S. 5, H.R. 783 and H.R. 345 are pro- 
vided for in an identical manner. The sections read as follows: 


Classes of Personal Health Services 


(f) Auxiliary services consist of such chemical, bacteriological, patho- 
logical, diagnostic X-ray and related laboratory services; X-ray, radium, 
and related therapy; p ysiotherapy; services of optometrists and chirop- 
odists; and prescribed drugs which are unusually expensive, special ap- 
pliances, and eyeglasses; as the Board, after consultation with the Aduts- 
ory Council, by regulation designates as auxiliary services on the basis 
of its finding that their provision under this title is practicable and is 
essential to good health care. 

Auxiliary Services 

Sec. 214. Any person, as defined in section 281 (1) who is qualified 
under State standards or requirements to furnish a class of services in- 
cluded as auxiliary services, or, in the absence of State standards or 
requirements, is found to be qualified to furnish a class of such services 
under standards established for such class by the Board after consultation 
with the Advisory Council, shall be deemed qualified to furnish such 
class of auxiliary services in that State as benefits under this title. 


In addition to the above, the N.A.C. is interested in the bills which 
are intended to grant funds for public health research under provisions 
to create a National Science Foundation. — 

In recent weeks Executive Secretary Stickel has discussed the twin 
measures S. 5 and H.R. 73 with many Senators and Congressmen. Appar- 
ently there is a serious division of opinion among supporters of the bills 
over the manner in which they should be changed in order to. make 
them ble. There is no question but that major changes. will be 
made in them. Another matter which enters the picture is the present 
preoccupation of the Senate Labor and Public Welfare Committee with 
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revision of labor legislation. This is not only delaying the committee’s 
consideration of S. 5, but it is keeping Senators Murray and Pepper 
from making the all-out drive for enactment that they had planned. 
Furthermore, it is making it easier for anti-insurance members of Con- 
a to voice their opinions in the public press. Recently Senator Estes 

efauver of Tennessee in an address in Wooster, Ohio, indicated his 
intention to vote against S. 5 should the bill reach the Senate floor for 
a final decision. 

Senator John Bricker accused the A.M.A. in a recent speech in Chicago 
of being indirectly responsible for the drive now under way for “socialized 
medicine.” 

Dr. Paul R. Hawley, executive officer of the Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
Commission, stated in a letter to Senator Lodge of Massachusetts which 
was printed in the Congressional Record for January 31, 1949, that 
Oscar R. Ewing, head of the Federal Security Administration, was “using” 
rather than utilizing the Executive Committee which Ewing formed for 
the National Health Assembly which was held in Washington in May, 
1948. Dr. Hawley charged that the committee served as little more than 
window dressing and he characterized as lies certain statements made 
in the Ewing ten-year health report. He concluded: “I am firmly con- 
vinced that compulsory health insurance will inevitably lower the quality 
of medical practice in this country. This will be a thousand times worse 
for our people than a distribution of medical care which may not be all 
that we want it to be. Compulsory health insurance will force a lowering 
of quality that can never be raised.” 


A.M.A. OFFERS ALTERNATIVE TO FEDERAL HEALTH PLAN 


On Fesruary 13, 1949, the American Medical Association offered organ- 
ized medicine's alternative to compulsory health insurance. 

The A.M.A. plan would create a new “Federal Department of Health” 
headed by a doctor of medicine with Cabinet rank. The new agency 
would be charged with “coordination and integration of all Federal 
health activities” except in the armed forces. 

The 12-point program includes expansion of voluntary hospital and 
medical care plans and “establishment in each State of a medical care 
authority to receive and administer funds with proper representation of 
medical and consumer interest.” 


Department Functions 

The proposed Federal department would foster new medical and hos- 
pital facilities, including those for care of the aged and chronically ill; 
stepped-up medical and nursing education, medical research; public 
health education and other programs. 

The A.M.A. plan is a counter-proposal to the compulsory health insur- 
ance bills of Senator Murray b., Mont.) and Representative Dingell 
(D., Mich.) now before Congress. 

Announcement of the A.M.A. plan was made by Dr. Elmer Henderson 
of Louisville, Ky., chairman of the A.M.A. board of trustees. He said 
no steps have been taken yet to obtain congressional action. 

It is likely, however, that champions for the association’s program can 
be found on Capitol Hill. Senator Hill (D., Ala.) has expressed inter- 
est in sponsoring a similar but more limited plan proposed by Dr. Gil- 
son Colby Engel, president of the Pennsylvania Medical Society. 
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Senator Taft's Plans 


Senator Taft (R., Ohio) has announced plans to sponsor a bill which 
would avoid compulsory insurance requirements. In the last Co 


Taft favored extension of private insurance P 
up to 200 million dollars a year for State me 
to pay for it. 

The A.M.A. has been outspoken in its opposition to compulsory 
health legislation. Last December, the A.M.A. House of Delegates voted 
to assess each of the association’s 140,000 members $25 to finance what 
it described as a campaign to educate Americans on the progress of 
medicine. 

Senator Murray termed the A.M.A. fund “a $3,500,000 political fund” 
to oppose his compulsory insurance bill. 

Commenting on the A.M.A. plan, Dr. Henderson stressed promotion 
of a national science foundation for research, greater provision for care 
of the chronically diseased, and provision of “nonpolitical” funds for 
education of medical personnel. 

He said that last point was “vitally significant” because “lack of per- 
sonnel is an outstanding difficulty in rapid extension of medical care.” 


Details of Program 
The A.M.A. program follows: 


1. Creation of a Federal Department of Health of Cabinet status 
with a secretary who is a doctor of medicine, and the coordination and 
integration of all Federal health activities under this department, except 
for the military activities of the medical services of the armed forces. 

2. Promotion of medical research through a national science founda- 
tion with grants to private institutions which have facilities and personnel 
sufficient to carry on qualified research. 

-$. Further development and wider coverage by voluntary hospital and 
medical care plans to meet the cost of illness, with extension as rapidly 
as possible into rural areas. Aid nse the States to the indigent and 
medically indigent by the utilization of voluntary hospital and medical 
care plans with local administration and local determination of needs. 


Medical Care Authority 


4. Establishment in each State of a medical care authority to receive 
and administer funds with proper representation of medical and con- 
sumer interest. 

5. Encouragement of prompt development of diagnostic facilities, 
health centers and hospital services, locally originated, for rural and 
other areas in which the need can be shown and with local administra- 
tion and control as provided by the National Hospital Survey and Con- 
struction Act or by suitable private agencies. 

6. Establishment of local public health units and services and incor- 
poration in health centers and local public health units of such services 
as communicable disease control, vital statistics, environmental sanita- 
tion, control of venereal diseases, maternal and child hygiene and public 
health laboratory services. Remuneration of health officials commen- 
surate with their responsibility.

11. Greater emphasis on the program of industrial medicine with in- 
creased safeguards against industrial hazards and prevention of acci- 
dents occurring on the highway, in the home and on the farm. 

12. Adequate support with funds free from political control, dom- 
ination and regulation, of the dental and nursing schools and other 
institutions necessary for the training of specialized personnel required . 
in the provision and distribution of medical care. 


BROOKINGS INSTITUTION REPORTS ON HEALTH PLANS 


In 1948 the Brookings Institution of Washington, D. C., one of the 
most respected private nonpartisan agencies doing research in economics 
and governmental problems, issued a report on the Taft and Wagner 
health measures which had been introduced in the 80th Congress. e 
report placed the bills in their proper context with an introductory state- 
ment that says in effect: “The real issue is not whether medical care 
should be made available to those who cannot now afford its full cdst; 
for the current system of medical practice has already settled that ques- 
tion. The issue is how to make it available.” 

Among the significant Brookings conclusions about the Wagner Plan 
are the following: 


1. It would presumably raise the cost of medical care. ) 
2. - would inject the Government into the doctor-patient relation- 
ship. 
3. Politics probably could not be eliminated from it. 
4. Administrative difficulties would probably result in the adoption 
of the per capita system or even the salary system. 
5. It would eventually retard medical progress. 
The study gives three reasons why the over-all cost of medical care | 
will increase. 
1. Administrative expenses for thousands of Government employees 
for accounting, auditing, inspection and investigation. 
2. The tendency of insured persons to make unnecessary and often 
unreasonable demands upon the medical care services.

3. The tendency of some practitioners and agencies to take advantage 
of the system. 
4. Financial gain. 


The report further states that “for the present the National Govern- 
ment would be wise to leave to the individual states the question of 
whether compulsory health insurance is to be adopted or whether the 
provision of professional services is to be left in the realm of free enter- 

rise. 

4 The years since 1932 have witnessed: 

1. A great growth in voluntary insurance, both for hospitalization 
and for medical services. 

2. State experimentation with compulsory health insurance in Rhode 
Island and California. 

3. A growing willingness on the part of grec to cooperate 
in the development of prepayment and other devices to enable 
patients who so desire to regularize their payments for medical 
care. 

4. A profound change in the amount and distribution of the earnings 
of the American people. This change greatly reduces the number 
who cannot afford adequate medical care if they desire to pur- 
chase it. 


It would seem unwise at this time to substitute for these developments 
a system of compulsory health insurance by national law which would 
have the unfortunate tendency to freeze policies and eventually retard 
medical progress.” 

To those who favor the Wagner Plan, the Brookings report will be 
disheartening. It presents some of the most unbaised and damaging 
testimony yet heard against the proposal. 


WHEN YOU WRITE A REPORT 


Ir 1s NoT too much to expect that reports written by graduates of a uni- 
versity should be in good language and show a knowledge of the princi- 
ples of grammatical construction. Correct use of the various parts of 
speech is one of the surest means to clear, concise, and emphatic expres- 
sion. Common violations of these rules result in a welter of dangling 
modifiers, long strings of adjectival nouns, preposition-verbs, faulty cor- 
relations, and other barbarisms which effectively mar the forcefulness 
of many reports. : 
In any publication of serious intent, the use of the jargon of special 
trades and industries is to be deplored. Most of these so-called technical 
terms are merely illiterate localisms, coined by uneducated workers be- 
cause they lacked the vocabulary for better expression. One may go to 
the worker for information on what he does, but educated writers of 
reports need not use his terms for operations, especially in reports that 
are to be read by other educated persons, many of whom may not be 
familiar with the field under consideration. There is no idiom in “jar- 
onese” that cannot be expressed better in good technical English. — 
E. WALL, Journal of Chemical Education.

An embossed coat-of-arms is no insignia of a gentle and generous soul. 

Courtesy, consideration, self-control have nothing in common with 
either money or monograms. 

Courtesy and unselfishness are habits, not an inheritance. A boy is 
not born a gentleman; he must make himself that. 

Noble minds are those with clear thoughts, constancy and fidelity. 
Prejudice does not cloud their vision. 

Lies do not distort their truth. Thoughtlessness and malice are things 
apart from the gentleman. 

The noble man will not belittle the labor of another because of any 

rsonal equation; no more will he unduly exaggerate the value of the 
work of those near and dear. 

The noble mind recognizes the honest weight of worth. 

The gentleman is never a snob. He claims the right only to choose 
as his close associates those who understand, who sympathize, who are 
true. 

Because he cannot embrace all within that circle, he does not there- 
fore judge others alien or inferior. He knows that dress does not make 
the man; he delves beneath the shabby coat, the worn boot.

On Fesruary 21, 1949, Dr. L. A. Walsh, Chairman of the N.A.C. 
Defense Committee, President Fred Isaacs, Executive Secretary Stickel, 
Dr. ig W. Dye, Chairman of the N.A.C. Legislative Committee, 
and Dr. Dion Meeks of the Military Association of Chiropodists conferred 
with Brigadier General Armstrong on various matters concerned with 
commissioning a in the U. S. Army. Dr. Walsh reports that 
he believes considerable progress was made at this meeting. 

Dr. Stickel reports that some progress has been made with negotiations 
with the Veterans Administration regarding hospital staff appointments 
and the recognition of claims by chiropodists for treatment. V. A. 
Regional Directors have been notified that they may arrange to provide 
for payment of claims by chiropodists when they deem treatment neces- 

A typical bulletin in this connection was issued by the Veterans 
Administration branch office in St. Louis. Several other regional offices 
have issued similar bulletins. A copy of such bulletin is published here.

1.. Instances may arise where it may be considered advisable to furnish 
out-patient treatment by chiropodists for eligible veterans. The avail- 
ability of such treatment has been explored through the Missouri Asso- 
ciation of Chiropodists. Although this Association represents only the 
chiropodists in the State of Missouri, its findings and recommendations 
may be accepted as valid throughout the Branch No. 9 area. 


2. A fee of $3.00 for a complete treatment should be the maximum fee 
authorized per office treatment. In most cases this should represent com- 
plete podiatry for the individual case until additional need arises. In 
only rare instances should it be necessary to authorize more than one 
office visit as a course of treatments. 


§. All treatment by chiropodists must be authorized by the Chief Medi- 
cal Officer or his medical designate. Whenever possible, such treatment 
should be ss under the general supervision of an orthopedic 
surgeon and initiated only on his recommendation. 


4. True copies of a letter from the Chief Medical Director 10JB dated 
May 7, 1948, are enclosed. Copies of the letter from the Chief Medical 
Director and of my letter should be transmitted to each Regional Finance 
Division as evidence of the basic authorization for out-patient treatment 
by chiropodists and of the fee for such treatment approved by this office. 
In preparing authorization for out-patient treatment by chiropodists 
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both letters should be quoted. This procedure has been approved by 
the Director of Finance, VA Branch Office No. 9. 
(Signed) C. H. Beasley, M.D., 
Director, Medical Service. 


V. A. hospital staff appointments can be obtained if the Medical 
Director of a V. A. hospital is convinced of the need for a chiropodist 
on the staff of his hospital. The Director can provide Civil Service appli- 
cations for chiropodists who desire such. assignments. 

Dr. Stickel further reports that his efforts to obtain a change in the 
official occupation classification of chiropodists from semi-professional 
to professional are now receiving consideration by the proper officials. 


150TH ANNIVERSARY OF THE 
UNITED STATES PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICE 


Tue Unrrep States Pustic HEALTH SERvicE, which maintains the world’s 
largest research center at the National Institute of Health at Bethesda, 
Maryland, recently observed its 150th anniversary. When first established 
in 1798, it was officially known as the Marine Hospital Service, operating 
a single unit on Boston’s waterfront. Here, all sick and injured seamen 
were removed from their sailing ships to receive treatment. 

Today, the U.S.P.H.S. is the principal Federal agency concerned with 
the health of the nation. The National Institute of Health, one of the 
more important units of the Public Health Service, is the scientific re- 
search bureau. Through the Institute, the Service also administers the 
provisions of the Public Health Service Act concerning the regulation 
of the sale of viruses, serums, toxins, and analogous products, including 
arsphenamine. The Institute includes the National Cancer Institute 
and Experimental Biology and Medicine Institute (comprised of the 
Division of Physiology and Laboratories of Chemistry and Pathology); 
the Divisions of Infectious Disease, of Tropical Diseases, and of Research 
Grants and Fellowships, and the Laboratories of Biologics Control and 
Physical Biology. 

At present, the U.S.P.H.S. operates 25 hospitals, 115 outpatient clinics, 
two hospitals for drug addicts, the National Leprosarium, two tuber- 
culosis sanatoria, and 16 major quarantine stations. Its personnel num- 
bers 17,000, and it has been said that not a single member of that great 
staff lives a “safe, routine life.” It is recorded that about twenty of the 
Service’s scientists have in the past forfeited their lives through contrac- 
tion of disease while engaged in research projects. While it is common 
knowledge that many of their scientific discoveries receive little or no 
attention, their research in connection with yellow fever and pellagra 
has been accorded universal recognition.

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According to the survey made in 1948 of the 1947 incomes, the average 
net yearly income of chiropodists in 1947 was $7,760. 

Since only three who had practiced fewer than three years reported, 
these three were not included in the study, but only the other 192 replies. 
Therefore, the figures are for those who had practiced three years or 
more. 

The average net income of the highest quarter was $15,750; of the 
next highest quarter, $6,875; of the third highest quarter, $5,217; and 
of the lowest quarter, $3,483. Thus the average net income of the upper 
half was $10,520 and that of the lower half, $4,350. Four of the men 
reported incomes of $20,000 or more, the highest being $29,000. The 
lowest reported was $2,400. 

Even omitting the upper 25%, the average net income of the others 
was $5,192. In conclusion, according to the study of incomes of chiropo- 
dists in 1947, the lower 25% earned approximately $3,500 a year; the 
middle half, $6,000 and the upper 25%, $15,750. 

Because the cost of printing has risen a great deal and the cost of 
mailing has increased, it was necessary to raise the price of the mono- 
graph.
